The record of 1.35 Inches for the sea¬ 
son. commencing on October 1, 1911. 
stands where it did a month ago. 
'I here was a sprinkle of rain during the 
norther on the night of February 31st 
but not enough to how a trace on the 
gauge. The month of February just 
past Is the lirst out of 21 Februaries 
in Bbrni Madre, during which there 
was absolutely no rain to record. The 
average for the month Is five inches, 
the lowest previous record was In Feb¬ 
ruary. Bias, when only one-hundredth 
f an inch was recorded. The previous 
year with seven-hundredth* wa< the 
.. axt lowest. 

Five months of the regular rainy 
season are now gone. Including De- 
. min i". January and February, three 
out or the four months with, as a rule, 
the highest picelpltation. There only 
remain- March, the wettest month Iri 
I he >a ar, front which to expect any 
large addition to the present year’s 
record. 

The average rainfall for the five 
months. October, November, December, 
January and February, over a period of 
24 years, Including the present season, 
was 18.23 inches. This season up to 
rial therefore shows a deficiency com¬ 
ar | with the average of similar pe- 
rhu over 21 years of 14.S3 inche s. 

V hat deductions can be drawn from 
i vi a years’ exj erience, and to what 
• xte t doe's past experience indicate 
that the- present deficiency will bo re- 
dee. I during th. next month? For 
the tirst 5 months of 23 seasons, 13, 
.'■•.Isons showed a record above the av¬ 
erage. !i below, and on.- was normal 
i.l the 13 seasons showing a record 
a' ovi th" average for the lirst five 
months, l ine, at the completion of the 
1 r. showed a total rainfall above the 
ai uual average, one a normal record, 
and three a total rainfall below the 
average. 

Of the s; 'isoiis with a record for the 
rst live months below the average, 8 
showed a complete record for the year 
i cVw the average and only one above. 

This clearly point- to the conclusion 
that if the rainfall Is abundant during 
tht* lirst five months of the season the 
cnees are that In in out of 13 sea- 
sens or 77 per cent the record lor the 
"omplete season will be normal or 
above the average. 

On the other hand If the first five 
tilths of the season give a rainfall 
below the average the chances are 8 
i or marly 00 per cent In favor of 
leflclent rainfall for the complete sea¬ 
son.

If the tires | 
are in perfect condition this will sttf 
flee; otherwise observe the followlir 
directions: 

Take off the tires, clean outside cure 
fully, removing all dirt. oil. grouse mid 
forei; tt material. Do not al oxx water, 
to g. * inside tile casing. If mix of tin 
cuts penetrates to the fabric have the 
tire Inspected by a compete! t repitt 
man and repaired or retie fed. as 
leeiueil advisable. Wrap cm It . asm: 
and tube iu paper or cloth to keep 
away tight and air and store tires In a 
cool, dark place. Clean till fit -1 off tit* 
inside ol ri i- and poi b wi; It graphite 
or stove polish to prevent further rust.
